REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


Communicable diseases reported to the Health 
Officer during the year 1961 were as follows: 

Streptococcal sore throat—27; Chicken pox—7; 
German Measles—5; Measles—5; Scarlet Fever—1; 
Gonorrhea—l1; Broncho-pneumonia—3; Scabies—1; 
Impetigo—7; Ringworm—4; Infectious Hepatitis—1 ; 
Trenchmouth—3. 

From this list it may be seen there was no out- 
standing epidemic of any communicable disease and 
far fewer streptococcal sore throats than in the past. 
This reflects the early use of antibiotics at the onset 
of illness. 

Several water samples were collected during the 
year for analysis by the State Department of Health 
and only one of these showed bacterial contamination, 
indicating excellent control of water pollution by chlor- 
ination.
